In July the AFL-sailors union of 


the Pacific necotiated a contract 
with the Pacific American Ship- 
owners Association calling for 'a 
$22.50 monthly increase for able- 
bodies seamen. 
Later the AFL-Seafarers Interna- 


tional union won a $27,50 a month 
hike from the east and gulf 
At- 
lantic coast general agents. 


Although the War Shipping Ad- 


ministration 
approved the higher 
rates for AFL seamen, the wage 
board held that any 
riase 
over 


$17.50 would be inflationary, 
That touched off the new strike 
threat.
